On each of tho farms spoken of nro a 


large unnibci of small ponds, some of 
them not nrach larger than ten feet 
equnrc. These pouds are all connected 
with each other by little channels, so 
that tho water and fish can he let from 
ono to tho other -without tho least diffi- 
culty. 


The breeding ponds, which ore, of 


course, tho moat important, are protect- 
ed from the wind and cold by high em- 
bankments around tlio edges. This is 
nil tho protection that is necessary for 
tlio fish, ever in thn vrinter time, so it 
\K •:'.?« thai, although the fish ure un-

cloubtecUy delicate, tney are'mucn more 
hardy than is generally supposed. 
' 


Several times a year the fish are sorted 


iu tlio different ponds and classified so 
that the largest and finest ones will bo 
together, and those which will not bring 
Buoh good prices will be by themselves. 
Many people suppose that when the 
goldfish is first hatched from the egg it 
has the peculiar pretty markings on i{s 
scales whiah make it so beantiful and 
valuable. 


This ia not the case. In its youth in 


reality the fish is just tho same as any 
ordinary and everyday fish, and looks 
like it i'orall the world. Even an expert 
could scarcely toll it from the little 
minnows which nro fotmd in any stream. 
They are cf a whitish, silvery color, 
jiiid havo not the- least evidence of the 
beautiful hues which they will later as- 
sume. 


Sometimes, 
however, tSb 
goldfish 


grower is endly disappointed in finding 
that his iisb fail to acquire tBe golden 
tint for which he has BO long been look- 
ing in vain. There have been many in- 
stances time and again in which the fish 
never did change to the reddish color, 
but grow to be .several years old, retain- 
ing their v.'liitc, silvery, youthful com- 
plexion. 
Ordinarily, however, the fish 


develop thci golden shade in less than a 
year. 


First, they Login getting dark, some- 


times becoming almost black. !Prom the 
dark complexion they begin turning to 
tho reddish shado, and finally come out 
in all their glory, full fledged goldfish. 


Tho food has not, rls many people 


suppose, tho least thing to do with col- 
oring tho fish. All tho fish are fed ex- 
actly tho same thing, toasted bread two 
or three times a week, and nothing else 
is given them for their subsistence. Tho 
sun seems to be the necessary agent and 
the only bno to complete the schema of 
nature, r.ud oven this sometimes does 
not work successfully. 


The greatest difficulty with which the 


goldfish raiser has to contend ia tlio pest 
world. Snakes, cats, coons, frogs and 
insects innumerable arc all fell destroy- 
ers of the goldfish, nud tlio crawfish is 
by no luean.s a second in the destruction 
v.'.hich h» can work when lie gots in tho 
neighborhood o( t.be tinny tritic. Some 
oiu: must bo kept constantly on watch 
at il;u si-asou of the year when these iu- 
fif.-cls and littlu wiimals abound to see 
tliLil tlsi'y do not Kct into tho water of 
Ihc pond wlnu'o the fish are.

Through the efforts of Senator Stew- 


art, who is one of the most energetic 
men in Congress, tbe 
Piute War 


Claims bill has been passed by the 
Senate, A large number of the pioneer 
residents of Nevada, those who fought 
the Indians and whose property was 
stolen or destroyed by the Indians, are 
interested in this bill as well as the 
taxpayers of the State generally. It is 
doubtful, however, if Mr. Heed's end of 
the National Legislature will permit 
the bill to become a law. The bill is 
for the relief of early settlers, whose 
property wus destroyed by tbe wards 
of the natiou, and to repay tbe State 
money expended in subjugating the 
Indians, and not, for the bens tit of 
trusts, and, therefore, will not moot. 
with much favor in a House controlled 
by the friends of trusts and combitiK- 
tions. 


It ia now over thirty years since the \ 


early settlers of Nevada suffered in per- 
son and property at tbe hands of tbe ' 
Indians and tbe State expended several • 
hundred thousand dollars in subjugat-' 
ing the hostile Indians, Lnd it is time j 
the general Government remunerated 
the individuals and the State for tbe 
losses they sustained, if it ever intends 
to do so. The Stewart bill involves 
about $400,000 expended by the State 
und if it becomes a law it will enable 
the State Government to reduce tax- 
ation in these piping times of single 
gold standard prosperity, and until the 
next Presidential election, when, it may 
reasonably be expected, an administra- 
tion will be chosen that will legislate 
for the United States regardless of 
•what foreign nations may say or do in 
tbe matter.

Saurma Von Jeltsch, having been for- 
bidden to sign it until Greece consents 
to the peace termp.

that she will withdraw altogether from 
mediating should the other Powers 
consider theprevioua.consent of Greece 
unnecessary.

The caution was added 
that any dish made with sauce and 
crumbs needs that the heat should be 
moderate at the bottom and strong at 
the top. The difference between dried 
bread crumbs and stale bread grated was 
also accentuated. In this dish tbe latter 
is obligatory.—New York Post.

The case of Sweeney vs. Hjnl, involv- 


ing the title to the SheriEf'n office of 
Eureka county, has been decided by 
the Supreme Court 
m 
favor 
of 


Sweeney. 
The opinion is by Judge 


Massey, Chief Justice .Belkuap and 
Bonnifleld, Judge, concurring. 


In this case the canvassing board of 


1896 in Eureka county found that 
Hjul was elected Sheriff by a majority 
of 4 votes 
Sweeney contested the 


election in the District 
Court of 


Eureka county and the Court found 
that Sweeney was elected by a m.ijor- 
ity of two votes, and now the Bupreme 
Court finds that Sweeney had a major- 
ity of seven votes. 
Both parties ap- 


pealed to the Supreme Court. Sweeney 
in his appeal contended that the lower 
court erroneously counted for Hjul a 
great number of ballots, which he 
specified, and erroneously rejected a 
great number of ballots, which he 
specified, that were cast 
for him 


(Sweeney.) 
Hjnl also contended thai 


the Court erroneously rejected a greal 
number of ballots, which lie specified, 
that were cast for him, aud erroneously 
counted a great number of ballot^, 
which ho specified, for Sweeney. Eich 
party made and filed a statement on 
appeal in which each party npecinec 
his objections to the ballots. The 
parties also filed a stipulation in the 
Supreme Court for the reason and tc 
the effect that, inasmuch as it was im 
possible for the parties to present in 
their statements the different marks 
appearing on the ballots, which the 5 
claimed invalidated them, the ballot 
to vhich each party objected should be 
sent up to the Supreme Court, that tho 
Court might deteimine from the bal 
lots which were valid an^ which wer< 
invalid and declare the result accord 
ingly. 
Fronrinspeotion and. consider 


ation of the ballets the Supreme Cour 
found that the trial court had rejected 
some legal ballots and counted som 
illegal ballots, but, notwithstanding 
that, tho findings and judgment of th 
lower court, that Sweeney had receive 
a majority of all the legal votes cast 
was correct aud the judgment of th 
court was affirmed. 


It appears that twenty-two ballot 


were banded out in one precinct t 
voters by the judges of election t 
which the stubs were attached. Tb 
votei s marked the ballots for the can 
didates they .desired to 
elect an 


handed the ballots back to the eleotio 
officers, who tore off the number oi 
the strip, but left the oorrespondin 
number on the s^ub attached to th 
ballot and placed tho ballot in the box 
From the number on the stub and th 
corresponding number placed by th 
Clerk opposite the voter's name, 
could readily be seen how each eleoto 
voted. 
In fact the ballot was no 


secret as provided by law. 


The Supreme Court holds that it i 


the duty of the voter to see that he rt 
ceivos and votes such n ballot as th 
law prescribes, The voters not bavin 
done so in tlie^e instances their bal- 
lots should not and cannot bo legally 
ooutitej. 
Had all (heso ballots been 


counted it would not have changed the 
result, because of tlie erioneons count- 
ing of other illegal votes, which the 
Supreme Court rejected.
